FN Munday being the fifteenth day of November, it

them [0 far, that they were ready to adds Myrther to Tres- 
fon : For 1mmed-ately one of them drew his. Sword, aud Ya 
at the innocent nean and wounded 1m dangerouſly, ſo rhat 
be fell downe as if he were killed hon mmedjately they raw 
away. T he poore man when they were gone; yot ny as well 
he conld, and came to ſome mensbers of the Houſe of P arlia- 


. mm, and diſcovered it, whereupon the Hoſe thaw ſent om 


three Warraits for to take three Frenchmen which they dial 
(«ſp:i#, who being taken were browght to the ' Parliament 
Houſe the 16. ear and upon their ex aminat uri; 
there was commend given that the Earle of Wouceſters 
houſe m the Strand ſhould be gard:d, and Sir Babl Brooks, 
becavſe they did ſufpeft that 4 Papiſt Prieſt was harbord 
there, which was a chiefe incendiary and inventor of this 
treachery. þ
